metropolitan areas of modern societies represents special opportunities

To an extent that exceeds most 
former efforts to change TTfe industrial composition of backward regions, 
vast resources have. in the post-war period been^ channeled into the non-

Paper 'and metal processin9>. chemicaV 
plants *dHd^utomobi le industry, furniture, textiles and apparel / 
manufacturing are among the most important .representatives of the non- 



metropolitan industry - attracted to ruralareas by cheap labor, land, 
and utilities. Over a couple 6f decades a new spatial divisjonof 
labor in society seems to be emerging. An 'increasingly larger proportion 
oj all manufactured goods Is bein^produced in nonmetropol i tan are^S^of 
Industrial nations, whereas the economic functions of administration, 
l>lannlng, and sale rema-in in the metropolitan centei^s. 

Th^s separation of the manufacturing from the administrative functions 
i^mplief a new economic and social st;ructuring ih space. Rural com- 
muni-ties serving ^s host communities for abserttee-owned plants obviously ^ 
lose some degrees of control o/ local^ economic and social activities.

In rural America is a mixed one. ' But, as the studies in this coirect4on 
have applied a multitude of approaches, and include a great diversity of 
methods and variables, they do not give d^satisfactorily, coherent picture 
of the real situation. Case studies are not meant to convey that iclnd of 
information., Howeve*", as a basis for generating hypotheses about rela- 
tionships in a wider context -they are invaluable, and .this is the 
justification for the dissemination of this kind of research material. 

Jhe woric repQrted in tnis bibliography is one of the results of the 
first phase of a cross-nationaT study o^ social impacts of rural 
industrial development. Another bi b1 iography ,.^by HSicdn Gundersea/and

The criteria for selection of articles were as follows^ The article had ^ 
to report data^from an empFri^al assessment of a new plant siting. By 
"Impact" we were concerned only with measured Impacts, not prpjectlohs 
of Impacts In the sense of the term, /impact statements", as employed 
by several contemporary r^^ulatory agencies. Thus, we a-sked of .each - 
document: "Does It report orf some aspect of c^awnmfrftrTesponse t^_t*»e*»=fa 
location of a new manufacturing plant?" Obviously, In dolfl§ so we have 
restricted the^meanlng of "industrial development"' to the location of new 
manufacturing plants.' fhe plant location had to have occurred since 1945. 
This Is arbitrary, to be sur^. The choice was directed by a concern that 
we avoid the temporary and historical ly unique aspects of rural i>]ar\t 
locatlohs Intrinsic to the war efforts' of the 19*0s whilc'also being as 
Inclusive of evidence on recent Industrial location experiences. As an 
examination of the bH>liography will Indicate, the number of documents ^ 
Included Increases with the, recency of publication. This probably 
Is a function of both the growing concern for eWects of Industrial plant 
locations In rural areas aad the rapid decay of fugitive literature. In 
any event, the frequency of entries Inci'eases w'ith the recency of publica- 
tion year. ' * \
